The present in- 
cumbent, Frank Wyman, has had two 
terms. 2 

The President has the matter under 
consideration and the Republican lead- 
ers are trying to agree upon a candi- 
date. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS HAVE 
MADE FIGHT ON WYMAN 


Postmaster Wyman returned to St. 
Louis three weeks ago after nearly a 
month spent in Washington in pushing 
his claims for reappefntment. He has 
‘@teadily refused to discuss the post- 
mastership fight. 

It is generally conceded since Presi- 
dent Taft received the nominatien that 
@ successor to Postmaster Wyman 
would be selected soon after the in- 





auguration. President Taft is said to 
have told St. Louis politicians that he 
would abide by thei# requests and de- 
cline te reappoint Wyman. 

The opposition to Wyman has had 
the support of the entire Republican 
organization in St. Louis, and Senator 
Warner and Congressman Bartholdt 
have vigorously opposed a favorable 
consideration of Wyman by President 
Roosevelt and later by President Taft. 

Certelyou and Meyer His Allies. 

Wyman had .a number of personal 
Triends in the Roosevelt Cabinet, among

Charles 
Nagel of St. Louis, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor in the Taft Cabinet, 
works with the Republican organization, 
and friends of Postmaster Wyman have 
expected nothing but opposition from 
him, 

It was predicted nearly vear ago 
that Oscar L. Whitelaw would re- 
ceive the appointment, but later reports 
have included Thomas J. Akins, United 
States Subtreasurer at St. Louis, and 
Henry W. Kiel, chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, as possible suc- 
cessors to Wyman. 

Wyman Ignored Party Men. 

The lecal Republican organization has 
been after Wyman’s scalp practically all 
the time since he first teok office, the 
Republicans insisting he refused to 
advise with the organization about ap- 
pointments, and that he removed men in 
the Postoffice service over the “protests 
of the organization. It has later been 
charged by his opponents that Wyman 
cenducted his office from a purely per- 
sonal standpoint and that he has re- 
duced and removed men because they 
were supporters of Congressman Bar- 
tholdt and others who were opposing 
Wyman. 

The only reply made by Wyman has 
been that he has conducted the office 
solely on business lines and that he has 
refused to accept the dictation of politi- 
cal bosses when he thought such action

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 17.—Emma 
Baker, 24 years old, of Northeast, Erie 
County, asked to be arrested this morn- 
ing, declaring she believed she had 
caused the death of William Anderson 
at Northeast about ten months ago by 
administering a philter to him in a cup 
of coffee. 

She was held over by Magistrate J. 
J. Kirby to await an answer from the 
police authorities at Northeast. 

The woman went to the police station 
Shortly after 6 o'clock and told Capt. 


Joseph Murray she wanted to make a 
confession to him. 

“I poisoned a man I was in love with 
at Northeast,”’ she said, ‘and want to 
give myself up." 

She told the Police Captain she in- 

fiicted a wound in her breast and ex- 
tracted a drop of blood which she put 
in a cup of coffee, unknown to Wil- 
liam Anderson, and give it to him to 
drink. She told the Police Judge this 
morning that Anderson died about ten 
months after he drank the philter from 
blood poisoning. 
The woman declared she worked for 
Anderson as a servant and became in- 
fatuated with him. She thought by ad- 
ministering a philter to him he would 
return her affections. She said the phii- 
ter failed.

“Today's decree,” said Frank Ha 
man, representing Missouri 
roads, ‘‘means that the Federal 
retains absolute cohtrol of the rate sit- 
uation in Missouri. It will prevent any 
future interference on the part the 
State courts. 

Judge MePherson, after 
the amended decree today, said he 
would file a supplementary decision 
within a few days. The attorneys for 
the railroads asked Judge McPherson 
to make certain changes in his origina! 
opinion of March 2. They desired 
have stricken out his suggestion that a 
passenger rate of 2% cents would be 
compensatory, and there were other ob- 
jections. The Judge today did not say 
whether or not he would make the 
changes desired. 


RAILROADS GETTING IN LINE 
ON 2°-CENT PASSENGER FARE 


‘the Frisco-Rock Island Railroad sys- 
tem will follow the lead of the Burling- 
ton and put into effect May 1 a 2%%-cents- 
a-mile flat rate for passenger traffic in 
Missouri. The system will also make 
this rate effective in Arkansas. 

It is probable that all of the Missouri 
lines will now adopt the 24¢-cent rate. 
It was stated &t the Wabash office 
Saturday tkret “it was reasonable to 
assume this road will take similar ac- 
tion, although the matter has not been 
definitely decided.’’ 

Genera] Passenger Agent St. hevien of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad 
said that tn order to meet the compe- 
tition the ‘‘Katy’’ would meet the rate. 

Mr. St. George said he did not Know 
-whether the adoption of this rate would 
be more than temporary to meet exist- 
ing conditions pending the final out- 
come of the litigation in this State. 

B. H. Payne, general passenger agent 
of the Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain systems, said he would not know 
until Monday whether these lines would 
make the 2%-cent rate. 

It is generally believed in railroad cir- 
cles that all roads will be forced to 
meet the rate, since the Burilington- 
Rock Island systems have adopted it. 

Gov. Hadley has expressed pleasure 
over the Burlington's announcement 
and the prospect of the 3-cent rate be- 
ing abandoned generally in Missouri 
without a court mandate, but he says 
there are other concessions he would 
like to have made, among them being 
a 10 per cent reduction on round-trip 
tickets. 

Whether the injunction suit, recently 
filed in St. Louis by Circuit Attorney 
Jones, shall be pressed or withdrawn 
depends upon the outcome of the Bur- 
lington’s action. It is expected that 
the 2-cent rate law suit, decided ad- 
versely to the State by Judge McPher- 
son at Kansas City, will be appealed 
in order that other questions besides 
the reasonableness of a 2-cent rate 
may be ruled on by the courts. 

Hadley Discusses Action. 

In reference to the St. Louis suit the 
Governor said when news of the Bur- 
lington’s action reached him Friday: 

“What effect this action will have on 
the pending suit depends upon what the 
other railroad companies do. 

“That suit was based upon the charge 
that the 18 raiJroads had combined to 
fix unreasonable and discriminatory 
rates. If the Burlington has in fact 
abandoned this comibination and estab- 
lishes ratus ef its ewn, it has relieved 
itself from the charge which consti- 
tuted the basis of action. 

“Whether the rate it propeses to 
charge is reasonable or not could be de- 
termined in a separate sult against it, 
which might be instituted by any rep. 
resentative of the State. But, if the 
Burlington will now proce*d t allow 10 
per cent eff on round-trip tickets within 
the State, as was always customary

AL DANGER IN 
~ WHEAT CORNER 
ASSERTS WILSON 


Secretary of Agriculture Says 
Too Much Grain Will Be 
Grown Next Year. 


SUPPLY IS ABUNDANT 





Government Reports Show 
Plenty of Cereal in Sight to 
Furnish Bread. 


LESS WHEAT CONSUMED 


‘ 


High Prices Have Always 
Driven People to Eating 
More Corn Bread. 





WASHINGTON, April 17.—‘‘There is 
sufficient wheat in the country at nor- 
mal! prices to make bread for the: Amer- 
icans up to the time when the new crop 
comes in,’ declared Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wilson today anent the Chi- 
cago wheat corner. “Those who attempt 
to keep prices up to their present level 
expect to get their money out of the 
common people—the consumers.”’ 

Secretary Wilson’s statement was 
made in reply to criticisms of J. A. 
Patten of Chicago of the crop reports of 
the Department of Agriculture. Mr. Pat- 
ter not only discredited the depart- 
ment's estimate of the-wheat crop, but 
said that the supply of wheat was 
scarcer than the Government's esti- 
mates show. 

“The reporters of the Department of 
Agriculture are farmers living on 
farms and know, if anybody knows, and 
have knowledge if anybody has knowl- 
edge, of the facts,”’ declared the Secre- 
tary. “We cannot whistle these men 
down the wind. If we hesitaté to take 
the words of the American farmers, we 
will not establish truth by going to the 
gamblers. 

Dangcr in Over Production. 

“The larger proportion of wheat has 
left the hands of the farmers. A _ fic- 
titious price has been created. The 
farmers, who are not beneficiaries of 
such conditions, will naturally plant 
more wheat and next year’s crop is 
likely to be abnormally large when the 
gamblers will not be in the market and 
mischief will be done by disturbance of 
the crop system. 

‘In the corner of 1898 when the price 
of wheat was run up to $1.85 the price 
was depressed the following year be- 
low 80 cents, the result undoubtedly of 
the upsetting of the equilibrium of nor- 
mal supply and demand.” 

To show that a scarcity of wheat in 
this country is mot the cause for the 
present abnormal increase in the prices, 
Secretary Wilson points out that the 
amount of wheat produced in the calen- 
dar year 1908 was 665,000,000 bushels, as 
compared with 634,000,000 bushels for 
the crop year 1907, making 31,000,000 bush- 
els more for the last crop year than 
was found the year previous. 

After calling attention to the depart- 
ment’s report, which indicated that the 
amount of wheat farmers held March 
1 last was about 143,000,000 bushels in 
round numbers, the Secretary states 
that an analysis of the wheat move- 
ment after March 1 in past years in- 
dicates that the yearly estimates of 
the percentage of the crop on farms 
at that time has been about 5 per cent 
below the actual percentage. 

He says that when wheat becomes 
dear, as it is now, as the result of the 
Chicago corner; people use more corn 
than they do when wheat is cheaper, 
and declares that the people who are 
responsible for the corner will have to 
consider that less wheat will be used 
while it remains at an abnormally high 
price.

0 DEFEAT BILL 
FOR PROHIBITION

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Every Bank and Trust Com- 
pany in the City Joins 
in the Fight. 





WILL BESIEGE CAPITAL 





Representatives of Financial 
Institutions Will Go to 
Jefferson City. 





Representatives of every bank and 
trust company in St. Louis will go to 
Jefferson City next week and appear 
before the State Senate to protest 
against the adoption of the resolution 
providing for constitutional prohibition. 
Many other business men, and officials 
of the Business Men's League, the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and other organizations, are ex- 
pected to go to Jefferson City with 
the bankers. 

Thirty-two bank and trust company 
officials met in the clearing house rooms 
Friday afternoon, and after adopting 
a resolution against state-wide prohibi- 
tion, agreed to go in a body to Jef- 
ferson City. W. H. Lee, president of 
the Merchants-Laclede National Bank, 
was chairman of the meeting, and 
George W. Wilson, vice president of the 
Mercantile Trust Company, was secre- 
tary. 

It was the opinion of the bankers that 
State-wide prohibition will result vir- 
tually in the destruction of property 
worth more than _  £$100,000,000, deprive 
thousands.of wage earners of a liveli- 
hood, and cut off from the State more 
than $4,000,000 revenue each year. 

While the bankers were in session 
at the Clearing House the Executive 
Cemmittee of the Business Men's 
League and the directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange also were in session 
on the question. The individual mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of 
the Business Men's League adopted a 
resolution against State-wide prohibi- 
tion, but the directors of the Merchants’ 
Eixchange took no action. They decided 
that they could not bind the 1600 mem- 
bers of the Exchange by their action. 

Hearing by Senate Officers. 

The Missouri Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, through its executive committee, 
re-adopted an anti-prohibition resolution 
passed niore than a year ago. The 
South Broadway Merchants’ Associa- 
tion also adopted anti-prohibition reso- 
lutions, and it is exrected that the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange will act Sat- 
*urday. 

Mr. Lee, acting for the bankers and 
the financial] interests of the city, ad- 
dressed a letter to the officers of the 
Senate requesting that a date be fixed 
upon which their protests against pro- 
hibition may be heard. The resolution 
submitting the prohibition constiutional 
améndment to the people for ratifica- 
tion or rejection has been passed by 
the House of Representatives, but has 
not yet been acted upon by the Senate. 

The St. Louis bankers have no infor- 
mation as to when the Senate commit- 
tee will consider it, but they all are 
ready to go to Jefferson City as soon 
as they can get a hearing. 

When Mr. Lee is informed of the day 
fixed for the hearing he will notify the 
Other bankers. Representatives of al! 
other organizations and interests who 
desire to go with the bankers will be 
welcome, as a systematic fight against 
State-wide prohibition is planned.

Big the business and material interests 
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ted that the material interests and 
moral welfare of the people are in- 
separably interwoven. Facts in our 
possession’ compel us to seriously 
question: the effectiveness of sump- 
tuary laws against the use of intox- 
icating liquors and confirm us in the 

‘view that lasting results in the cause 

of temperance can be obtained only 

through the development of the in- 
dividual. 

Observation has convinced us that 
there has been a great advance te- 
ward the rational and temperate use 
of intoxicants in recent years and 
that this desirable evelution has 
ceme about unaided by the enact- 
ment of positive laws, but has been 
the result of the greater enlighten- 
ment of the people and the exacting 
demands of modern life. 

The excessive or injurious use of 
liquor by these in active business 
life is today exceedingly rare. The 
working of the natural ferces that 
are producing this gratifying result 
will not, in eur opinion, be favor- 
ably influenced by drastic legisla- 
tion. 

Would Block Progress. 

The prosperity, not to speak of the 
progress of the entire State of Mis- 
souri, would be most injuriously af- 
fected by the passage of a law pro- 
hibiting the sale, manufacture and 
use of intoxicating liquors within the 
State. 

Such a law would result in the 
virtual destruction of property with- 
in the State amounting to more than 
$100,000,000 in value and belonging to 
many upright, public-spirited and 
valuable citizens, and in depriving 
many thousands of wage earners ef 
honorable and lucrative occupations, 
for which they have been specially 
trained through years of apprentice- 
ship. 

The malt and other liquors manu- 
factured in this State are distrib- 
uted throughout the world and bring 
within the borders of our Common- 
wealth vast sums of money—$30,- 
000,000, of which annually is expend- 
ed for wages, merchandise, taxes 
and other expenses incident to pro- 
duction and distribution. These in- 
dustries have been built up under 
the encourageement of the State. 
They contribute more than $4,000,000 
a year to the support and mainte- 
nance of the State, counties and 
cities of Missouri. 

If they are to be destroyed, this 
loss of revenue must be provided for 
by increasing the burdens of taxa- 
tion now resting upon other indus- 
tries and property. 

Plea for Calm Consideration. 

So seriously menacing do we re- 
gard the suggested constitutional 
amendment with respect to the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquors in this 
State that we feel it incumbent upon 
us to voice our appeal against any 
ill-advised action on this subject. 

We recognize the wisdom of prop- 
er regulation of the liquor traffic, 
and we are as heartily in favor of 
temperance as any, but we do feel 
that nothing ought to be done which 
would result in the ruthless de- 
struction of the property of the ecit- 
izen. We are confident that a calm 
consideration of this question by any 
one who will inform himself on the 
facts will inevitably lead to the con- 
clusions we have here expressed. 

J. A. J. Schultz, president of the Mis- 
sourl Manufacturers’ Association, pre- 
| sided at the conference of the executive 
council. All the members of the Coun- 
ell weré present. The resolution adopt- 
ed by the Manufacturers’ Association 
calls attention to the losses to the busi- 
ness and manufacturing and transporta- 
tion industries of St. Louis, should pro- 
hibition be adopted. 

It stafes that $100,000,000 is invested in 
the brewing induStries in St. Louis, 25,- 
000 people are engaged in the business, 
that 100,000 oar loads of brewery prod- 
ucts are hauled to and from 8t. Louis 
by the railroads every year, that $7,- 
000,000 is paid out in wages, and more 
than $2,500,000 in rents, and that the de- 
struction of the liquor traffic would 
wipe out about 35 per cent of the entire 
business of the city, and practically de- 
populate South St. Leuis. It would also 
reduce the consumption of coal in St. 
Louls by 25,000 tons a year. 

Financiers Sign Resolution. 

President James E. Smith of the Busi- 
ress Men's League called the executive 
committee together at the Mercantile 
Club. The members of the ex€cutive 
committee, while unanimously opposed 
to prohibition, did not think they had 
the right to bind the 700 members of 
the league by their action, but as indi- 
viduals they adopted a resolution oppos- 
ing State-wide prohibition.

MULVIHILL 1S OPPOSED TO 
THE PROHIBITION AMENDMENT 


Thomas E. Mulvihill, who gained the 
title of ‘“‘Czar’’ by his strict enforce- 


ment of the laws governing saloons dur- 
ing his term as Excise Commissioner, 
has announced his opposition to the pro- 
posed prohibition amendment. 

“T consider prohibition jnwise and 
harmful as a matter of public policy,’ 
said Mr. Mulvihill Saturday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘and am opposed to 
it for that reason and not through any 
sympathy for the brewers and distillers. 
They are the architects of the situation 
which now confronts them, which 
amounts to a public demand that they 
shall either get out of politics or out 
of business. 

“They have defied public opinion and 
have tried to override the rights of the 
people to protect their homes and neigh- 
borhoods from thé unwelcome intrusion 
of the saloon. Not heeding earlier warn- 
ings, they. plunged into politics in the 
last city election. Now they are reap- 
ing the consequences. 

“But this feeling should not lead the 
people of Missouri to adopt a measure 
which, in other states, has been any- 
thing but a success. Experience has 
demonstrated that prohibition, where 
tried, has produced evils, any one of 
which is as harmful as the open saloon. 

“Strict regulation of the saloon will 
wipe out most of the conditions now 
urged as reasons for its abolishment. 
The overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple now favor such regulation and it 
has been proved possible. It is prefer- 
able to the prohibition experiment.”’ 





Springfield Saloon Men Active. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 17.—Hun- 
dreds are signing their names to peti- 
tions being circulated here today by 
saloonmen, appealing to ‘the State Sen- 
ate not to concur in the action of the 
House in passing the act providing for 
the submission of State wide prohibi- 
tion to the voters of Missouri. The peti. 
tfons will be forwarded to Senator Me. 
David. 

Attention is called to the position 
taken by both parties in the campaign 
on the prohibition question, and Senators 
are asked to ignore the pledges.

TWO CHRISTIAN 
TOWNS BURNED 
BY MUSSULMANS 


Attack Made on Paias Coast 
and Lazarist Mission in 
Grave Danger. 


HUNDREDS ARE KILLED 


Report That Two American 
Missionaries Are Among 
Dead Not Confirmed. 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
ALEXANDRETTA, Asiatic Turkey, 
April 17.—The Christians on the Paias 
Coast have been attacked by Mussul- 
mans. Two Christian vilayets have been 
burned over and the Lazarist mission 
is in grave danger. 


Massacres Are Feared. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 17.—The 
news received here this morning from 
Asia Minor is distinctly alarming. There 
is great excitement among the Mussul- 
mans at Beirut and Erzeroum, and mas- 
sacres are feared. 

No confirmation has yet been received 
here of the reported killing of two 
American missionaries at Adana, The 
latest intelligence sets forth that sev- 
eral hundred Armenians and Moslems 
were killed at Adana in the rioting and 
that the Armenian quarter of the town 
was finally overwhelmed and destroyed 
by flames. 

The British Vice-Consul at Mersina, 
Maj. Daughty-Wylie, was wounded in 
the arm while endeavoring to quell hos- 
tilities at Adana. 

Made Good Fight. 

It appears that the Armenians made 
a good fight and defended their quarter 
of the town well against the fanatical 
Mohammedans, but in spite of their 
brave resistance they were driven back 
and their opponents sacked their homes. 
Three hundred Mohammedans, armed 
with rifles, left Adana by train for 
Tarsus, about 20 miles away. Since the 
departure of these men communication 
with Tarsus has. been interrupted. 
Grave apprehension is felt regarding 
the situation there. 

The casualties from stray bullets in 
the mutiny of Tuesday and Wednesday 
was much heavier than at first report- 
ed. Most of the wounded were removed 

y friends, but in addition to the score 

f men killed it appears that upward 
of 500 persons were more or less seri- 
ously shot. 


Troops Moving on Constantinople. 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, April 
17.—Troeps from Adrianople and Salon- 
iki are meving by train toward Con- 
stantinople. Trains with about 2500 sol- 
diers on board from Saloniki and Adri- 
anople arrived at 3 o’clock this morning 
at Tchatalja, about 25 miles west of 
Constantineple. The men left the cars 
in an orderly manner and occupied the 
fortifications. An artillery regiment sta- 
tioned at Tchatalja remained passive. 
A garrison of 1200 men .olding Hado- 
mkeni an outpost of Tchatalja, joined 
the Saloniki regiments. 


Gen, Izzet Fuad Killed. 

Dispatches from Constantinople say 
Gen. Izzet Fuad, former Turkish Min- 
ister at Madrid, has been killed because 
he was a member of the Committee of 
Union and Progress. The police are 
searching for all members of the com- 
mittee. 

A delegation of three generals, Mah- 
moud, Khouchid and Hedjas, was sent 
down to Tchatalja to meet the troops 
coming from Salonika and persuade 
them to turn back. Their efforts were 
futile and the generals have returned to 
Constantinople. Ten other battalions of 
scldiers.are on their way to the capital.

The disease ig 
called taenia versicular. 

Geraghty has had it two days. He 
igs suffering also from incipient tu- 
berculosis and pleurisy. Some of the 
Physicians at the hospital think the 
disease might have been caused by 
the application of a mustard plaster 
to Geraghty’s breast, where the first 
discolorations appeared. Geraghty 
used mustard plasters to relieve pleu- 
risy pains. 

A couple of days ago he began 
turning different colcrs in spots, the 
spots growing larger hourly. Satyr- 
day his entire body was highly eo}. 
ored. Some portions were buff, ethers 
red. others brown, others yellow, oth- 
ers fawn colored and others bronze. 

Before the disease runs its course, 
hospital physicians say, Geraghty wij) 
become a bronze hue all over. Then 
his skin will peel off and resume its 
natural color until next season. The 
disease will reappear about a year 
hence, the doctors declare, unless 
Geraghty has enough patience to re- 
main in the hospital until completely 
cured. It takes about a month for the 
cofors to run their course and the 
skin tc peel.

United Railways Will Lay 
4o. Miles of Rails This 
Summer.

Forty miles of new track, including 


the Bellefontaine line and other lines, 
abeut the condition of which there has 
will be laid by the 
United Railways this summer. The im- 
provements will cost $30,000 a mile, or 
$1,200,000 in all. Fifteen hundred laborers 
will be required throughout .he season. 

United Railways officials say the track 
will be of the best type, heavy rails on 


oak ties imbedded in about 12 inches of 
concrete. As far as possible the work 
will follow city sewer construction and 
paving repairs so that the new tracks 
will be laid on streets that would be 
torn up anyway. 

When the work is completed the Belle- 
fontaine line will have new tracks, with 
the exception of a few short stretches 
from end to end. So will the Grand ave- 
nue line and probably the Laclede. 

New steel cars of the standard P-A-Y-E 
type, such as have been on the Olive 
line, are being constructed for the new 
tracks. The company's wooded lands 
at Creve Coeur are being beautified also. 

Tracks to Be Laid. 

The track construction planned is: 

Broadway, from Morin to Calvary; 
Broadway, from Gano to Adelaide; 
King’s highway, from Scott to Man- 
chester; Arsenal, from Morgan Ford to 
King’s highway; California, from Cher- 
okee to Geyer; Spring, from St. Louls 
to Natural Bridge; Jefferson, from Cass 
to Hebert; Jefferson, from Gravois to 
Chippewa; Natural Bridge, from Grand 
to Taylor; Gravois, from Cherokee to 
Grand; Kossuth, from Grand to Prairie; 
Fairfax, from Newstead to Taylor, 
Lafayette, from Jefferson to Louisiana; 
Harris, from Rosalie to Florissant; 
Sarah, from Labadie to Ashland; Man- 
chaster, from Baron to city limits;

Another Added to List of Fatal 
Accidents at Lee and

Another fatal agcident occurred at 


the Y loop where the Lee avenue cars 
turn around at Lee and Newstead ave 
nues at 1 a.m.

Was Entirely Independent. 


The Burlington's action was entirely 
independent and was taken by the ex- 
ecutive authorities of the road on ad- 
vice from the legal department. Judge 
O. M. Spencer of St. Joseph, general so- 
licitor of the road, said in an inter- 
view: 

“The rate question, 1 am sorry to say, 
seems to have taken on a political as- 
pect. 1 have advised the Burlington 
company to put in a 2%-cent rate flat. 
This seems to be the demand of many 
people who have given the matter se- 
rious thought. The difficulty is that all 
railroads in Missouri are not able to 
make like returns under the same rate. 
Whether the rate be 2, 2% or 3 cents, 
will) not cure the inequality of the earn- 
ings of the various roads. 

“There are reasons, in my opinion, 
for giving a 2%-cent rate a fair trial, 
and I hope the Burlington will lead off 
on that basis at once. It will be worth 
something to the railroads to get rid 
of a controversy with the State of Mis- 
sourl. Whether a 2%-cent rate flat will 
accomplish this, I do not know, but it 
will help the situation.” 

Darius Miller, vice-president of the 
Burlington, whose headquarters are in 
Chicago, was asked if he thought the 
2%-cent rate would be permanent. He 
said: 

“Yes, so far as I know it will be per- 
manent. We decided on the new rate 
after the Governor had recommended 
such action and we believe it will settle 
the controversy in Missouri.”

Dashing through the streets at break- 
neck speed, a city ambulance and 4 


patrol wagon filled with policemen were 
driven to the Union Station Saturday 
in response to an urgent call which 
caused great excitement at Police Head- 
quarters and at the dispensary. 

No details were given in the telegram 
which came to Night Chief Gillaspy. 
from Clinton, Mo,, but it indigated that 
somebody, possibly scores of railroad 
passengers had been injured. | 

“Meet M., K. & T. train at 7:30 with 
wagon, policemen, stretchers and ambu- 
lance,” it read, and it was signed W. C. 
Danneberg, United States Secret Serv- 
ice.”’ 

While ambulance surgeons were hur- 
riedly getting together their emergency 
equipment of medicines, liniments, 
splints and bandages a picked force of 
men was being selected at headquarters. 

A Train Robbery..Sure.

Ferrabini sang and 
acted Fedora with compelling greatness, 
and Battain has never more fully re- 
vealed the beauty of his voice and the 
forcefulness of his drama than as Loris. 
The first big assurance of Ferrabini's 
triumph came with her crucifix-sworn 
oath of vengeance in the first act, a 
darkly ominous moment, superbly im- 
pressed, both vocally and dramatically, 
upon the minds of her audience. Then, 
in the second act, both she and Battain 
fairly swept the house off its feet with 
the power of their performance, cul- 
minating {in the magnificent duet of 
love shadowed by tragedy, upon which 
the act’s curtain descends. Coming 
swiftly thereafter, the opera’s final act, 
in which retribution falls upon the hap- 
less Fedor her plot of vengeance re- 
acting to blast her own happiness, was 
imposingly carried through by these 
two, its closing moment finding the audi- 
ence spellbound by the charm of the 
sincerest and most convincing achieve- 
ment.

HERE once the racetrack and 
gambling house occupied the 
field, and were patronized ex- 

clusively by men, today in the private 
parlors of respectable society scenes are 
enacted that should bring the blush to 
the cheek of womanhood. 

The playing of a game of chance in a 
private house does not make it any less 
evil in its results than if played in a 
public house, and yet the man or wom- 
an caught in - public gambling house 
is sent to a prison cell. 

It is time for plain speaking, and 
the men iho stand for righteousness 
and decency should not hesitate to 
proclaim against the whist playing 
habit among women which has be- 
come a@ veritable debauch. 

It usurps public spirit and civic duty, 
belittling iife and crowding out all noble 
aspirations. 

The days and evenings are devoted to 
cards. It is a common thing to hear 
women declare that they would rather 
play cards than eat. There are women 
who belong to a half-dozen card parties. 
If all the preachers of our land would 
speak out, declaring what they know 
and how continua: card playing has de- 
moralized our women, and hindered 
them in their work, if all of them spoke 
of what they knew, there would be 
consternation in the land. 

The card playing has become more 
than an innocent zest of competition. 

It is true of the whole country, that 
card playing has become epidemic, and 
were it innocently engaged in _ there 
would be no cause for complaint. 

No doubt that thousands of good peo- 
ple who constantly compete for prizes 
at card parties have not looked upon 
it as gambling, and are innocent of 
any intention of working injury to 
community morals, nevertheless, this 
everlasting contest for prizes has made 
feverish gamblers of thousands of 
Americans, and the craze is rapidly 
growing. 

Many women are breaking up their 


homes and going to hotels and apart- 
ments in order that they may have 


more time to play cards. 

There is scarcely a woman anywhere 
who would be considered as really giv- 
ing a card party unless she offered 
prizes. 

The gambling in the home, where the 
children are set the bad example, leads 
them to believe that it is right to gam- 
ble. The law makes no distinction be- 
tween games of chance or its equiva- 
lents. The Woman's National Whist 
League includes in its membership a 
half million American women, all of 
whom affiliate with some whist club. 

It is high time that we give serious 
thought to social gambling, which is 
gambling no less in the parlor than in 
the faro bank. 

Our young men are serving their 
apprenticeship at gambling in fash- 
ionable society. As those boys go 
out into the world and meet young 
men who are not scrupulous about 
staking money, how are they to sce 
any more wrong in the money stake 
than in the prize? 

What difference is there-in prin- 
ciple? 

A mother was grieved at finding her 
own son gambling, and when she tried 
te-feason with him and dissuade him 
from such a ‘dreadful thing’’ he sud- 
denly turned upon her with’ the ques- 
tion, ‘““‘Where did you get that beautiful 
vase on the parlor mantel?’ “I took it 
as a prize.’”’ ‘‘Well, mother, when you 
are ready to give up gambling, I will.”’

Upon Congress Paying 
Traveling Expenses. 





~ WASHINGTON, April 17.—President 
Taft, who believes the Chief Magistrate 
of the nation should keep in as close con- 
tact with the people as the duties and 
requirements of the office permit, is 
‘planning a notable trip during the late 


Summer and early autumn, provided 
Congress decides to continue the annual 
appropriation of $25,000 for traveling ex- 
penses, allowed in the closing years of 
the Roosevelt administration. 
*The President's plans as far as Aug. 
356, have been completed. Mr. Taft wil! 
leave Washington as soon as he can ar- 
Tange matters after the adjournment of 
Congress and has been told that the ex- 
‘tra session will end June 1. The Presi- 
gent will go direct from the White 
House to his summer home at Wood- 
Dury Point, Beverly, Mass., and will 
d two months or more there as 
“@uletly and as free from official worry 
as possible. He will devote most of his 
vacation to golfing, motoring and per- 
haps will take short cruises along the 
Northern coast. The reassembled At- 
lantic fleet of 16 battleships will ma- 
meuver off the New England coast in 
the summer and the President undoubt- 
Sdly will want to see some of the work 
of the ironclads. 
= Trip to Be Expensive. 
= The trip the President desires to, make 
the West in the late summer will 
be entirely too expensive to be paid for 
Gut of his own pocket. An outline of 
the proposed itinerary has been given 
to a high raflroad official and an esti- 
mate requested. It is said the cost 
would be in the neighborhood of $15,000 
to $17,000.

Alleging intolerable indignities, C. A. 
Tilles, capitalist, formerly of thee Cella, 
Adier & Tilles racetrack concern, has 
filed suit in the Cireult Court for di- 
vorce from Corinne L. Tilles, whom 
he married Oct. 17, 1901. 

The petition was filled by former Judge 
Henry W. Bond, attorney for Tilleg. 
It recites that Mrs. Tilles’ behavior 
toward her husband has been “disdain- 
ful and contemptuous and that she has 
treated him with contumely.” Tilles 
declares his wife's conduct toward him 
}has been so cruel that he is injured in 
health, bodily and physically. He sets 
forth that Mrs. Tilles has refused to 
live with him for a year. The plaintiff 
avers that he always has treated his 
wife affectionately and has supported 
and cared for her. 

Mrs. Tilles, who came from Quimcy, 
Ill., is a petite blonde. Last spring she 
instituted divorce proceedings, through 
Judge Bond's law firm, but withdrew the 
suit in a few weeks. In her petition Mrs. 
Tilles made a most unusual plea for 
sympat} +tic consideration by the court. 

She stated that she. was endowed by 
nature with a supersensitive physical 
and nervous organization which ren- 
dered her particularly Hable to suffer 
ju body and mind from any laek of con- 
sideration and delicacy in the attitude 
toward her of those to whom she bore 
a close relation. Such misbehavior as 
she charged against her husband was 
caused, she declared, ‘“‘by his refusal 
to recognize her peculiar physical and 
mental organization and by his purpose 
to chastise and discipline her without 
regard and without any consideration of 
the danger.of so doing.’’
